Panis, May 3.—The details of the labor 
trouble at Fourmies immensely heightened 
the political importance of the inci- 
dent.

The sol- 
diers were merely exposed to stone-throwing, 
but they replied with successive volleys from 
Lebel rifles, inflicting frightful wounds on 
the victims. The houses exposed to the fire 
were riddled and there is every sign that reck- 
less and wanton inhumanity was shown by 
the troops. The local popular commotion is 
intense, and it finds a response in the growing 
excitement in every working center. 

Fourmies tonight is practically in a state of 
siege. Cavalry patrol the streets, and are 
everywhere greeted with yells of reprobation 
from excited gronps of men and women. The 
tension of feeling may be judged from the 
fact that the military are hailed with cries of 
Vive Prussia.“ The funeral of the victims 
was fixed for today, but theenormous number 
of workmen arriving from other industrial

Dr. Wickersham, as 
the head of the Health Department under 
Cregier, with the help of Mr. Young, his 
Smoke Inspector, succeeded in abating the 
nuisance to a considerable extent. Young 
proved himself to be the most efficient In- 


| spector the city has had for many years. The 


previous half-dozen Smoke Inspectors in the 
Harrison and Roche Administrations were not 
worth their salt, Under Young there was an 
increase in the number of prosecutions and 
fines, a manifest desire to suppress the 
nuisance, and many other signs of im- 
provement. The smoke became more 
and more dim. It was possible to see 
the sun. During the municipal cam- 
paign, however, this vigilance was relaxed, 
probably not on the motion of the Health De- 
partment, but because the managers of the 
Cregier campaign insisted upon it, not wish- 
ing to bear down too heavily upon any one 
who had a vote. The moment the prosecu- 
tions ceased there was a relapse to the old 
ways, and engineers and stokers became in- 
different. This was specially manifest on the 
railroads, which are again belching forth huge 
clouds of filthy black smoke ali along the 
Lake-Front. 

Owing to this relapse it is now necessary for 
Mr. Washburne to deal with the problem al- 
most de novo. He has acted promptly in the 
matter of suppressing public gambling, but 
gambling only affects a few after all, and is 
not as great an evil to the whole city as the 
smoke nuisance, which affects every man, 
woman, and child in it. Therefore Mr. Wash- 
burne must display the same energy in deal- 
ing with it that he has aisplayed in the matter 
of gambling. There is no other way in which 
he can make so good a record for his adminis- 
tration or improve the reputation of the city 
and enhance its beauty as by cleaning out this 
horrible nuisance. It is useless to expect 
remedies from individuals, because they have 
none, or from the use of natural gas, because 
there wili not be enough of it, or from hard 
coal, because it costs too much to be used for 


ean be accomplished by ceaseless vigilance, by 
insisting upon the use of smoke-consumers, 


and by compelling engineers and stokers to be 


careful. 

Of course the Mayor cannot attend to this 
personally. He can only act through agents, 
and these agents must be possessed of expert 
qualifications for their work. The new Health 
Commissioner must at least prove himself as 
competent as Dr. Wickersham and he must 
see that his Smoke Inspector and other as- 
sistants are thoroughly competent. There 
must be the highest degree of carefulness and 
nice discrimination on these points. It will 
not do to appoint any one regardless of his 
capacity for this expert work. The Health 
Commissioner may have the best intentions, 
but if he has an incompetent Smoke Inspec- 
tor the nuisance will remain as it is and prob- 
ably will increase. Not every man is com- 
petent to fill the position, hence the appoint- 
ment should not be given out as a reward for 
political services or because of the competi- 
tion of localities or nationalities, but because 
of the ability of the appointee to deal with this 
particular evil. For this reason it should 
make no difference whether a man took part 


in the campaign or not, whether a man de- 


longs to this or that nationality, or whether he 
comes from the South, North, or West Side. 
These conditions are of no account. The only 
question that should be asked is, What are 
the abilities of the candidate for suppressing 
‘the smoke nuisance and has he the expert 
knowledge necessary to suppress the evil!“ 
If he can demonstrate his abilities to fight 
‘smoke and prosecute smokemakers he should 
have the place. It is altogether probable that 
Mayor Washburne will take this view of the 
case and that his appointment will give satis- 
faction to the thousands of citizens who are 
suffering from this vile, filthy, and intolerable 
evil. On many accounts it would be m uc 
the wiser course to retain the services of In 

spector Young. He was not an offensive 
partisan; in truth he was completely non- 
partisan in the performance of his duties. It 
will be difficult to replace him with a man 
who will be as capable and faithful. 


AN ELECTRICAL ARCADIA. 
A writer in the New York Recorder tries to 
draw a picture of what electricity will have 
done a few years hence for the people of the 
big cities and incidentally for those who live 
in the smaller ones.

ingly improved in the direction of comfort in 
its use. 


It will be observed that this picture is chiefly

It is a legitimate 
deduction from what is already known and 
achieved applied to the conditions of a not 
distant future in which human beings will 
have the same appetites and desires as now, 
and be animated by pretty much the same 
motives, but will find that the greater progress 
of civilization has vastly increased their 
capacities and opportunities for enjoyment.

THE “NEWS” IN A SEWAGE HOLE. 

The News is bitterly Opposing the amend- 
ments to the Sanitary Drainage act providing 
for a reduction of the proposed channel in the 
rock to correspond with the discharging ca- 
pacity of the West Branch of the Chicago 
River. But it insists on making the cut of the 
full dimensions named in the act—viz.: 160 
feet broad at the bottom, with 18 feet depth 
of flow, and with not less than 600,000 cubic 
feet of water per minute flowing through it. 

We asked that concern how it would supply 
the minimum of 600,000 feet of lake water per 
minute to that Lemont rock cut, and insisted 
on an answer, because if thé water could not 
be furnished under the provisions of the law, 
what was the use of blasting out a channel larger 
than the maximum water supply? The News 
found itself cornered, but Engineer Williams 
comes to its rescue and proposes a scheme 
which the News eagerly indorses and adopts 
as itsown, What does the reader imagine 
that scheme to be? Engineer Williams, com- 
ing to the rescue of the editor of the News, 
makes answer as its authorized mouthpiece. 
He says the main river is to be closed up! A 
new harbor is to be made somewhere about 
Grosse Point, and a deep, broad canal to be 
cut from the lake, connecting it with the 


widened and deepened from there. Down 
this canal the water is to flow at the rate of 
150,000 cubic feet a minute to feed the South 
Branch and furnish part of the supply—600,- 
000 cubic feet—to the deep channel. Then the 
remaiuder, or 450,000 cubic feet, is to be sup- 
plied by 

A wide and deep channel on the south, seeking 
the lake at some point between the Calumet 
Harbor and Thirty-ninth street, which would ad- 
mit all the water required to supplement the ca- 
pacity of the Chicago River, and which would be 
the inlet for the South Branch Harbor and the 
outlet to the lake for the Illinois River ship- 
canal. These harbors should be of such depth 
that on the carrying out of a deep waterway to 
the seaboard via the St. Lawrence River ocean- 
going steamers would unload and take on cargoes 
at our doors. | : 

Says Williams: “The cost of the south 
channel to the lake has not been estimated, 
no location ever having been decided on.“ 
Tnat is unfortunate, because it is impossible 
to tell how much the News thinks it will cost 
to supply that 450,000 cubic feet of water, 
which it insists on making Chicago send down 
the Marseilles rapids. But Engineer Williams 
thinks his south channel may be cut geross 


taken will be more than paid for by “ benefits 
assessed on property which will be made more 
valuable, Let him ask the Hyde Park real- 
estate men what they think on that point for 
his proposed diagonal ditch 200 feet wide, 24 
feet deep, and 8 or 10 miles long. There has 
been a boom down there, which makes land 
rather high. 

The only approach to an estimate of total 
cost by Williams is that it will be somewhere 
between thirty and forty millions, with a lot of 
expensive items not included in the calcula- 
tions, such as forty or fifty great street swing 
bridges. His whole scheme, including his en- 
larged main channel of 200 feet wide by 24 
feet depth of flowing water from Bridgeport 
to where the rock-cutting would begin, say 
near Wiliow Springs, where he says the channel 
may be narrowed a little, would eat up at 
least 100 millions of dollars. And because 
Judge Prendergast and the other Sanitary 
Drainage Trustees have not adopted this wild- 
cat scheme they are bitterly assailed by the 
News. Even if they had the legal authority 
toenter on such a wildly absurd scheme, 
wholly foreign to sanitation, they have not 

e money at command which would equal 
one-fifth of its cost. Andthisis all the an- 
swer the poor News has been able with the aid 
of its engineer to make to Tun Tarsunz’s 
query where and how it would find the lake 
water to supply the 600,000 cubic feet channel to 
be blasted through eighteen miles of rock-cut- 
ting. The Newsisina hole, and the best 
thing it can do is to pull the hole in after it 
and disappear from sight on the sanitary 
drainage question. 


TWO BLAMEWORTHY FEDERAL JUDGES. 

Mention was made the other day of the 
arbitrary conduct of Judge Carpenter, the 
United States District Judge for Rhode Island, 
in refusing to allow Gen. Butler to appear 
before him in behalf of one of his clients. 
Gen. Butler is so well known that this conduct 
on the part of the Judge provoked almost 
unanimous censure. 

He is not, however, the only member of the 
Federal judiciary in New England who need 
looking after. It appears from a report made 
to the last Congress by the Committee on the 
Judiciary that Judge Nelson of the Massa- 
ehusetts District has been most reprehensibly 
lax in his administration of the laws concern- 
ing naturalization. The report says that ordi- 
narily—

or his deputies in the absence of the Judge and 
without his knowledge. Neither is it the practice 
in said courts to make any investigation of who 
the witnesses are, or whether they are worthy or 
unworthy of credit. Any two witnesses are gen- 


erally accepted as competent and credible to 
prove ten cases. 


When the Judge was questioned about this 
matter he admitted that it was the custom of 
the clerk to issue naturalization papers in the 
absence of the Judge, under a general author- 
ity which he assumed the right to confer on 
his subordinate. And when the attention of 
the Judge was called to the fact that the clerk 
and his deputies admitted as many as ten per- 
sons to citizenship at a time on the affidavits 
of the same two witnesses he said, I presume 
they do; Ido not know how many.“ And he 
said further that it was a pro forma matter 
both with the clerk and the court.

movement in favor of eight hours was 
begun in this city in 1886. It failed because 
the workers met the inevitabie and inexorable 
condition that if the employers in Chicago 
should concede a fewer number of hours while 
continuing to pay the same compensation per 
day they would be at a disadvantage with 
competitors in other cities all over the coun- 
try where the eight-hour day was not adopted. 
The agitation was renewed later, chiefly in 
the building trades, in which there is the mini- 
mum of opposition from contractors in other 
cities. Within the last five years the workers 
at several of the building trades have gained 
their point, being lea by the stonecutters and 
brickbayers. All attempts to apply the 
eight-hour plan to general competitive 
manufactures have been failures, and 
necessarily so since the employers could 
not otherwise offer to sell their product 
at the same prices as are asked by mill bosses 
whose operatives work nine or ten hours per 
day for the same wages per week. At last the 
workers are slowly aj preciating that fact with 
regard to different cities in this country, and 
a few are grasping the idea that the principle 
holds good as between the workers of differ- 
ent competitive countries, if other things be 
equal. If the workers in England should have 
a day of eight hours, while those of Germany, 
France, Belgium, Austria, and Switzerland 
labored two hours longer for the same wage 
scale, the employers of the latter would have 
so much the advantage as to be able to under- 
sell the English manufacturer both at home 
and abroad, in which case he could not afford 
to continue in businels, but must discharge 
his men and lock up his mill. This fact has 
hecome so apparent to some of the labor 
champions in Great Britain that they have 
protested against parliamentary legislation for 
an eight-hour day. 

Hence the only way to satisfactorily accom- 
‘plish the reform demanded is to do it by 
united action all over the countries of com- 
peting labor. Then every employer would 
stand on the same plane in this respect, none 
being at a disadvantage. That would suit the 
great majority of the wageworkers, as few 
want to labor longer than is necessary to pro- 
vide for themselves and families, and this feel- 
ing has already brought about a great reduc- 
tion in the length of the working day within 
the present century. | 

The next question to be ‘settled will be the 
effect of the change on the®cost of living. If, 
as many of them dlaim, the workers will be 
able to produce as much in the eight-hour day 
of the future as they Jo now it will be to their 
benefit by giving more time for reading, rest, 
or recreation, But if not, the result 
must inevitably be an increase in the 
cost of production, and this will have to be 
borne by the worker, who after all is the great 
consumer of what he and his class produce. 
If owing to asho day or a higher wage 
scale, or both, it costa 25 per cent more to 
produce a ovat, K loaf of bread, a pair of 
shoes, a ton of coal; or a house, than it does 
now, the worker will have to pay that 25 per 
cent additional when he pays rent for the 
house or buys either of the other articles. In 
other words, his money will have one-quarter 
less purchasing power. It is idle to expect 
anything to the contrary, and the workers can 
no more effect a general advance in the cost 
of production ‘without having to pay for it out 
of their higher wages than they can avoid 
having to provide bread for more than one 
mouth as @ consequence of getting mar- 
ried, For these reasons it may be con- 
cluded that while the cry of the 
workers cannot be yielded to in only a lim- 
ited area without injustice, the consequences 
of which may fall on themselves, their ability 
to buy and enjoy would not be increased by 
conceding the point universally except as it 
afforded greater leisure. It may be noted that 
a general resort to the eight-hour day would 
permit the employment of two sets of workers 
on the same plant each day in many cases, 
and the resultmg competition of product 
might become a powerful reason for reducing 
the wage scale in those lines of business most 
affected by the increase of production.
